Amid Patriotic Fanfare 
Road Toll Of 570 
Feared Over 4th

Americans prepared today for a Fourth of 
July weekend of patriotic parades, fireworks 
and pleasure jaunts. A record highway death toll 
was feared. 


With the Fourth falling on Sunday some ob­ 
servances were scheduled Monday. The post of­ 
fice and most private firms gave their employes 
Monday off, making a three - day weekend. 


The National Safety Council warned that up 
to 570 persons might be killed in traffic wrecks 
during the long weekend which starts at 6 p.m. 
today. A record 510 were killed during last year’s 
three - day Independence Day holiday. 


Police posted extra patrols. Floyd A. Kline, 
Indian traffic safety director, said most of the 
danger was from “ abusive” drivers who have 
‘total disregard for other users of the streets.” 


S. VIETS WIN ON GROUND 
U.S. Bombs Diet! Bien Phu 


SAIGON (UPI) - U.S. planes 
today carried out two bombing 
attacks on the historic fortress 
of Dien Bien Phu vv+iere France 
lost the battle of Indochina ll 
years ago. In ground fighting 
Vietnamese 
troops 
killed 
120 
Viet Cong in a series of signifi­ 
cant victories. 


Other planes struck the Nam 
Dinh oil depot 40 miles south­ 
east of the North Viet Nam cap­ 
ital of Hanoi, the closest they 


have come to the Communist 
capital. The .30 minute attack 
left the area in “ high flames,’’ 
smoke towering 12.000 feet 
in 
the air. 


During the night Viet Cong 
guerrillas 
attacked 
two 
U.S. 
airstrips with m ortar fire. Eight 
helicopters were dam aged and 
a U.S. enlisted man was wound­ 
ed. The heaviest attack came 
at Soc Trang. 90 miles south­ 
west 
of 
Saigon, 
where seven 


helicopters were hit. One heli­ 
copter was hit at Cheo Reo, 200 
miles northeast of Saigon. 


The strike at Soc T rang was 
a bold followup to Thursday’s 
raid against Da Nang air base 
where a U.S. .soldier was killed 
and $5 million worth of planes 
were 
destroyed. 
This 
time 
American fliers, some barefoot 
and others clad only in their 
shorts, flew the remaining heli­ 
copters to safety. 


Dien Bien Phu is the symbol 
of Communist Success in Indo­ 
china. But more important it 
marks the start of the Ho Chi 
Minh trail, the jungle screened 
pathways 
that 
wind 
through 
Laos into South Viet Nam and 
that have been a major supply 
route for the Viet Cong. Dien 
Bien Phu is almost on the bor­ 
der of Laos 


Iii the two raids against the 
fortress 1S4 miles west of Hanoi, 


,30 U S. Air Force planes struck 
with 58 tons of bombs, missiles 
and rockets, destroying 18 build­ 
ings including six barracks. The 
airstrip was cratered. 


The most significant govern­ 
ment victory in the ground vic­ 
tory came in a search and de­ 
stroy operation four miles east 
of the ancient imperial capital 
of Hue about 75 miles north of 
Da Nang.

The schedule of water rates 
for a single family dwelling, un­ 
der the new water meter plan 
in Morrisville, was announced 
today by Robert Steward, bor­ 
ough manager. 
The new* rates will be on a 
luarterly basis, Steward said in 
noting that residents will be bil­ 
led only on the amount of water 
actually used, or the quarterly 
minimum of $3.75 — whichever 
is greater. 
He said new rates call for a 
charge of $3.75 for the first 4,- 
000 gallons of water used. The 
rates will be increased accord­ 
ing to the amount of water used, 
after the water meters are read. 


50 Cents 


For the next 6.000 gallons, 
after the first 4,000 gallons, the 
charge will be 50 cents per 
thousand gallons. The next 15.- 


000 gallons used will be at the 
rate of 45 cents per thousand 
gallons, he said. 
Steward 
said 
the next in­ 
crease in cost will be for the 
next 275,000 gallons, which will 
cost 40 cents per thousand gal­ 
lons. 
Water usage over 300,000 gal­ 
lons will cost 25 cents per thou­ 
sand gallons, Steward said. 
Sewer Charge 
He said the charge for sewer­ 
age is 193 per cent of the actual 
water bill. As an example, he 
said, “ on a water bill of $3.75 
the sewerage charge is $7.24 or 
193 per cent of the $3.75 water 
bill.” 
Steward advised residents that 
if the meter reader is unable to 
read the meter an estimated 
bill will be rendered and any dif­ 
ference will be corrected the 
next quarter.
